Adopted 1885. 
Re-Adcpted 1895. 


1. Committees of Examinations shall meet the classes on the day preceding the 
day appointed for the opening of the session of the Conference, 

z. Candidates for the Conference classes shall be marked on a scale of 100, which 
shall be the maximum, and 70 shall be the minimum. 

3. Conference shall meet at 8:30, spend a half-hour in devotional exercises, the 
regular business session commencing promptly at 9:00 and closing at 11:45 a. m. 

4. Theregular Standing Committees shall be appointed at the morning session 
of the first day. * 

5. The Presiding Elders shall bea Committee to nominate Standing Committees, 

6. All motions must be reduced to writing at the request of the Secretary of the 
Conference or of the Presiding Officer, 

7- When a member wishes to speak he must arise and address the chair, but 
shall not proceed until he is properly recognized by the President. 

8. The President shall distinctly call the name of the member to whom he 
assigns the floor. 

9. Motions made and seconded, reports made and accepted, shall be deemed the 
property of the Conference, and cannot be withdrawn without the consent of the 
Conference. 

1o, All motions to lay on the table, to take from the table, to indefinitely post- 
pone. shall be taken without debate. 

ii. The following motions may take precedence of the original motion and pre- 
cedence of each other in the order they are here. named: (I) To adjourn toa given 
time. (2) Toadjourn indefinitely. (3) To take up the order of the day. (4) To lay 
on the table. (5) To move the previous question. (6) To postpone to a given time. 
(7) Torefer toa Committee. (8) To amend. (9) To postpone indefinitely. 

12, Members shall not be interrupted while speaking, except by the President, 
or a member through the President, 

13. All questions of privilege must be decided by the President, 

14. No members shall speak on any questions more than once until all who wish 
have spoken. No member shall speak more than ten minutes, except by permission 
of the Conference, 

15. The one who offersa motion or resolution may have five minutes to close the 
debate. 

16. Any person voting in the majority may move a reconsideration, but such 
motion shall not be debatable. 

17. All members are required to be present at the regular sessions of the Confer 
ence, 

18. No one is allowed to vote outside the bar of the Conference, 

Ig. The yeas and nays may be taken on any motion on the call of one-third of 
the members present 

20, Members are strictly forbidden to remain in the vestibule during the devo- 
tional exercises. 

21, All reports prepared for adoption shall be presented in duplicate, one copy of 
which shall be suitably written in ink for the printer, using one side of the paper, 

ai. All persons desiring a change in their relations shall first be considered by the 
Committee on Conference Relations, 

23. Applications for admission on trial orinto full connection shall be considered 
with closed doors, and no one shall be admitted except by a two-thirds vote, 

24. Hach pastor shall report in open conference his collections for missions only.

God has given you a holy calling into his church militant, being call- 
ed from sin to holiness and from uselessness to power. You have the . 
joy of being choice servants, doing the will of your Lord. Your pastors 
have been called into a higher sphere of holy activity, yet they are of 
like passions with yourselves and pray for your most kindly observa- 
tions upon them. Do not look upon us, neither treat us as hirelings, 
but as fellow-laborers in the Lord’s Vineyard. 

You should have a real spirit of gratitude to your Creator and Pre- 
server for his manifold blessings and extended mercies; for ‘‘ What shall 
we render unto the Lord for all his benefits toward us.”’ 

It is with pleasure we review the vear that is closed. God has given 
us a spiritual uplift in the salvation of about 3,000 souls in our Conter- 
ference; also, notwithstanding the financial depression, your liberality 
for our beloved Church has beencommendable. We are grateful for past 
faithfulness in the multitude of our members. Jesus pronounced a bless- 
ing and promised a reward to the faithful servant, which we give to 
you—‘‘ Well done, thou good and faithful servant, enter thon into the 
joy of thy Lord.” i 

It gives pleasure to God and pastor to accord freedom from discen- 
sion and church discipline. With Paul, we may say ‘‘as touching broth- 
erly love, ye need not that we write unto you: for ye yourselves are 
taught of God to love one another.” Wherefore, ‘‘be ve followers of 
God as dear children and walk in love, as Christ also hath loved us.’’ 

We trust that the Word of God is more to you than a center-table 
ornament ora valuable document receptacle. We would recommend 
that you posess a handy edition of this blessed text book, then ‘‘Study 
to show thyself approved unto God * * rightly dividing the Word of 
truth.” Fill yourself with it so you may say ‘‘Thy Word have I hid in 
my heart that I might not sin against Thee.” 

Further, ‘‘Neglect not the assembling of yourselves together as the’ 
manner of some is.’”? Do not consider Sabbath church attendance suffi- , 
_ cient worship without the mid-week prayer meeting. The prayer meet- 
ing should be the power center of your church, 

We bemoan the loss of even the form of the old-time class meeting in 
many churches. Revive this means of grace and mingle with each other 
in exchange of Christian testimony to the saving and power to the 
honor of God. Do not allow the lodge or club to interfere with the ser- 
vices of the house of God. Do not toilso hard with head or hand that 
neither time nor strength is left to thus honor your Master in worship. 
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We believe our members should be revival propagators. You should 
precede your pastor in desire and effort for the salvation of souls. It 
is your children and friends who are to be saved. Be not formalist but 
spiritualized by the presence of the Holy Spirit. 

Do not neutralize God’s grace and power. Resist all substitutes for 
faith and benevolence. It is not commendable that the house of God 
should be used as a house of merchandise or opera. True faith and be- 
nevolence will not accept false methods for raising the finances of the 
church or entertaining the people. Christ taught that heart giving isa 
- blessing. God is able and willing to direct the way of his church and 
provide for its support. We heartily believe God’s will is, that we 
should give systematically, no less than one-tenth of our income to the 
support of His cause. 

Do not be indifferent concerning the crying need of the helpless and 
hopeless world who are in darkness and misery without our Lord’s 
Gospel. Have an open heart to the claims of God upon your conscience 
and purse for the missionary fields. 

Do not be careless in regard to the reforms which are calling for 
your help. The giant curse of alcoholism stalks abroad spreading its 
poison breath to the moral infection of our nation. Other evils are only 
pigmies compared with this one. The cry of its victims ee for your 
heroic endeavor to destroy the monster. 

The laboring class under the oppression of monopoly calls for your 
prayerful sympathy and hearty co-operation to free them from their 
present condition and ills in their life ? 

We are shame-faced before the desecration of the Lord’s day. We 
call upon you to be careful observers of it, asa day sacred unto God. 
Help redeem it from being a day of visitation, pleasure and business. 

We appeal to our five thousand Epworth Leaguers to be true chil- 
dren of God and obedient to the faith, once delivered unto the Saints. 

We commend to them Paul’s injunction found in I Timothy iv: 12. 
We exhort you to be true to your church; you church vows give us a 
right to expect this from you; you have joined the church and not the 
pastor. Do not be a sponge, parasite or a church tramp! Be fixed in 
your church loyalty, giving your best thought and labor to its mainte- 
nance and promotion. 

“Finally, Brethren, be strong in the Lord and in the power of his 
might,” the most satisfying answer to a gain- -saying world concerning

PRESIDING ELDERS’ REPORTS. 


LOS ANGELES DISTRICT. 


I was enabled to attend 172 of the 174 quarterly conferences regularly 
announced, averaged more than three sessions per week, have paid par- 
ticular attention to titles to our properties, and carefully applied myself 
to the mass of details which my office brings under my care. The year 
has not been without its anxieties, some afflictions, occasional weariness, 
aod constant sense of additional fitness needed for all these duties. But 
my brethren have been loving and patient, and have by their loyal 

esponse to mv suggestions, and their hearty sympathy and kindly appre 
ciation greatly aided me. We love our Methodism. We believe in its 
standards, its methods and as a district are devoted to its interests. 

I found forty-chree charges on this district when I was called upon t 
assume the responibilities of my present office. To these charges had been 
appointed thirty-seven members of the couference, four supplies, and two 
charges were to be supplied. I found the right men for them in the 
persons of W. E, Northrup of California Conference for Sumis circuit and 
J. AH. Ainsworth of Canada Methodist Church for Simi cireuit 

Appointments were exchanged during the year except as: Soon after 
conference J. W. Campbell was vransferred to the N.,Y. Conference 
and stationed at Eighteenth street, New York, the pastor of whicn, John 
A. B. Wilson, was transferred to this conference and stationed at First 
church, Los Angeles. P. H. Bodkin entered into newspaper work in Feb- 
ruary last, and I appointed C. R. Pattee of the South Dakota Conference 
to the vacated charge, Fiorence. 

H. W. Cummings, a local preacher supplying San Pedro. was accused 
of immorality. He leit for the Hast on January 21st. wis present loca- 
tion is unknown. He is now under indictmeut for bigamy. J. W. Stagg, 
a member on trial in the South India conference, was appointed to suc- 
ceed Mr. Cummings, but surrendered the charge in June and was 
succeeded by A. J. Marsh of the S. W. Kansas conference. who remains to 
this day. 

Taciie "the year three new charges were opened, as follows: Har- 
mony, Los Angeles, 45 members, J. P. Gilliland of Soutn America Con- 
ference pastor. Their new church is completed and wiil be dedicated: 
October 18th: Fifth street church, Los Anyeles, 25 members, a large Sun- 
day school and good congregation, M. EH. Steward of Kansas conference, 
pastor; Haven church, Los Angeles, 80 members, aud all department> of 
church thoroughly organized, G. M. Smith, L. P. in charge. Their new 
church was dedicated on the 20th inst. 

The preachers have been loyal, diligent, and in a large degree success- 
ful. Where such uniform faithfulness obtains, special commendation 
would be invidious. ‘‘Well done” is a judgment generally merited to 
those men of Goa, and we heartily give it. ; 

New churches have been dedicated at Downey, Santa Monica and Ha- 
ven, Los Angeles. The debt at Sespe was paid and the church dedicated 
end needed chapel built and dedicated at Fillmore, on same circuit. The 
lialf-wrecked church at Burbank was thoroughly repaired and the repairs 

yaid for. 

: University church was removed about five blocks from its old location 
to-a-finesite.on North. Jefferson street, and bids fair to to soon become 
oue of the finest home churches in the city. 

The North Pasadena Quarterly Conference determined to change the 
location of that church, the conference Board of Location approved, a 
pew lot was bargained for on the corner of Illmois and Fair Oaxs avenue, 
and but ror the adverse financial conditions prevailing and which have 
retarded the project for a while, we would now occupy 2 situation and 
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property which would guarantee the immediate and large increase of ot 
church. In the meantime, some opposition to the change of location has 
arisen, and I propose at the proper time to ask the conference to ays Ws 
judgment on the action of the Board of Church l.ocation, which will be 
referred to you for final action. sh Mh 

The long contested suit over the title to the front 70 feet of Grace 
Churen lot has been lost by the church. Situated iu the most needy part 
of the city, inthe midst of a fluctuating population, the membership 
composed of people of small means, and hampered by litigation this 
church hes had a hard struggle for its existence. The great need of the 
community appeals to us for help. The self-denying labor of the hero c 
pastor and people has earned our profoundest admiration and won our 
profoundest sympathy. Methodism must not abandon that partof our 
city. This conierence cannot have it said that we lack the missionary 
zeal and the loyalty to this long approved enterprise, which will lead us 
to redeem this property from these adverse clatmants. It seems to me 
that during this session an effort should be made to raise a sufficient 
ammount of money out of our penury and at cost of whatever sacrifice to 
enable this church to clear thi< lot. 

The benevolent collections gave us great concern. It has not been 
posssible fir me to prepare a close approximaton of the amounts gathered 
but I hope for good returns. Including our special educational subscrip- 
tion, the aggregate of collections will exceed those of any previous year, 
but the amount is not evenly distributed. ‘he collection for missionaries 
will almost or quite equal that of last year. There will probably be a 
slight deficiency in that for church extension, and Freedmen’s Aid and 
Edacational Society. Without the generous aud but slightly diminished 
gifts of the Women’s Home Missionary Society. I see not how it would 
have been possible fo several of the brethren of this and other districts to 
continue at their werk. 

The membership of the church has had substantial growth. Many 
conversicns, largely the result of revival meetings in nearly every charge, 
will be reported, and a net increase of at Jeast five hnndred members, two 
Sunday schools and four spworth Leagues. 

I cannot refrain from commendation of the genercus liberality of the 
laity. ‘They have in nearly every charge fought bravely against the 
stringency which has toa degree incapacitated them from easy giving, 
obstructed extension of the work, blocked new enterprisesy:retarded those 
in progress and put iz jeopardy al! our benevolent causes. The arrearages 
on salaries will be more numerous and larger than for som years, some of 
the benevolent collections will he less than the apportionment, but so un- 
selfish have been the pastors th xt no real disaster has come to the churches 
and no discreditavle shrinkage to our benevolences 

Three camp meetings were held during the year. The conference 
meeting at Long Beach was chracterized by large attendance, deep spir- 
itual interest,"loving fraternity and numerous conversions. Especially 
was the work among the young people and children worthy of note. It 
was a time of gracious revival power. The district was called to rally at 
Santa Monica for a gathering in a magnifient tent, located near the rail- 
road depots in the midst of the summer throngs. Many who are unaccus- 
ccmed to attend religious services were reached by the faithful preacning, 
some were conveited and the church was greatly strengthened. The pas- 
tor of Prospect Park held a meeting in a grove near the electric road and 
a mile from the church. The canopy of brush, torches and other remin. 
ders of more primitive methods of camp meeting services awakened rey1- 
niscences of historic times, the power of God attended the faithful work 
wreught, and more than a score of conversions gladdened the hearts of 
the workers. 

The University of Southern California had a good year in every 
department. The total attendance of students in the College of Libera} 
Arts and academy was 267, and the number enrolled for the present year, 
200, assures us of a substantial increase The number in all other schools 
at West Los Angeles aggregated 350. The var‘ous deans and professors 
were faithful and competent, and the entire institute has made real 
progress. 

The Maclay College of Theology haa 11 students in the regular course, 
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and the early enrollment this vear indicates a still larger attendance. 

The addition of an English Bible course to the curriculum is already 

attracting many students to that line of work. The school is well 

equipped, was never in so promising a condition, and is vindicating the 

wisdom of its removal to West Los Angeles. 

. Chaffey College made another fine reccrd of attendance and work 
one. 

All departments of the University will be brought to your notice in 
one educational reports, and I need not give more specific details at this 
‘ime. \ 

President White has diligently and ably met the responsibilities to 
which he was called, in his administrative wrk no less than in his labo- 
rious duties in caring for the financiai needs of the institution. I will not 
anticipate the items of his report. which will come through the Educa- 
tional Committee, but I take pleasure inthe conviction that the entire 
school system is better organized for thorough work and economical man- 
agement than ever before, and the income from tuitions is being largely 
increased by better methods of collection, and the excessive incidental 
expenses diminished by more careful and economical oversight. 

‘wo of our veterans, both charter members of this conference, men of 
hard toil, faithful. honored and successful ministers of the Lord Jesus 
Christ, Adam Bland and John McKelvey, have deceased. 

Death also visited the home of A. Inwood and took the lovelv babe, 
which for but two months gladdened the parsonage with his presence. 
O-herwise our workers have been graciously spared serious afflictioa in 
their families. 

Los Angeles city Methodism d2mands specific notice. By way of 
explanation: The city has grown rapidly; its churches have multiplied rap- 
idly; their numbers indicate nothing as to their strength. A few of the 
churches are strong. Many of them are just like voung churches else- 
where, They must in the:r weakness support pastors, purchase property 
and build houses. The pastors must work hard on small compensation 
and in the face of sharp ecouomy and gigantic difficulties. We are using 
but $350 of money in the 15 charges, seven of which wili pay less than $500 
salary. This is an anomalous condition of things, and I doubt if it can 
be duplicated in the United States. But about four of the stronger- 
churches are able to assist their weaker sister societies, while carrying 
their own heavy burdens. This puts astrain of labor and self-denial on 
the heroic pastors and burdened members of the new churches that is not 
exceeded anywhere in my knowledge. It dismays and almost crushes the 
Presiding HKlder, who sees and appreciates the value of the vantage 
points which must be occupied but for which he has no resources on . 
which he can draw for theit support. The large charges are nut lacking 
in missionary sentiment, nor ability so much as in organization and 
system. 

: My immediate predecessor planned an evangelical union of the city 
churches, designed to systematize and augment the missionary resources 
o* the city itself. Had we been able to perfect and utilize this organiza- 
tion, it would have been of much service, but it has seemed impossible to 
make it eltective. Another effort should he made to organize a similar 
agency under differeut details, cut if successful it will oply partly meet 
our needs. It seeus to me that more of the general missionary appropri- 
ation should be available for Los Angeles city use. In view of the fact 
tat the entire time of oue or even two city missionaries could be utilized 
in this city, if they could be supported, a much larger share of the Presid- 
ing Elder’s time should without valuation be conceded to the great inter- 
ests he sees being neglected in this importnat center. With the exception 
of one or two localities, the parts of the city which a wise foresight sees 
should be taken possession of, are already occupied. One or two new o1- 
ganizations will probably be all that will be needed for several years, But 
the niany newly opened charges must be built up and should have special 
aid while being firmly established We have now one communicant to 
every 25 of population. With moderate addition to our resources, I believe 
that we could soon wake this city rank with the stronyest Methodist cen- 
ters of the land and it would be a center of power whose invigorating for- 
ces would be felt throughout the coast. 


y 
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We now have but one charge to every 6000 population. Were there 
found anywhere in the conference a community of 2000 people without a 
Methodist church, we would take it as proof of the lack of evangelistic 
power in our Methodism. Until we reach much larger proportions than 
we have yet done, in Los Angeles, none need fear that we are over-appre- 
ciating the opportunity it affords for our zeal and enterprise. Los Ange- 
les Methodism now generously sends its beneficence in wide and deep 
channels thioughout this conference, an’ merits a return tide of helpful 
appreciation and sympathy from the rest of the conference. which would 
greatly enlarge its possibilities for usefulness and helpfulness. 

The most difficult year in the history of the Southern California Con- 
ference has passed. God onli knows if the next will be better or worse. 
To the gener«1' financial depression felt everywhere, are here added the 
evils of destructive frosts and exe:ssive drought. Such times test the 
church most thoroughly. So far pastors and people have done nobly. [f 
do not believe that possible shrinkage of salary and repression of our new 
enterprises will daunt these faithful men who are called to carry salvation 
to the people, nor do I believe that dim’nished incomes and increased 
burdens will destroy the courage of our loyal and genercus people. Men 
yet need salvation, the gospel has power to save, God still lives. A great 
land is before us to be conquered, Not financial derression, poverty, 
hardship, an oppposing world, amd a malignant devil can surprise our 
great leader. All needed resources are ours and courageous, hopeful, 
joyous warfare ou our part wll turn aside every threatened disaster, and 
win victory on every field. 


SAN DIEGO DISTRICT. 


Last year being my first upon the San Diego District, we took upow 
us an itinerary that included all the forty charges comprising the 
district: 

At this rime we will only notice certain phases of the work and those 
charges where special enterprises have been projected. 
 Itis with gratitude to our Heavenly Father that we are able to record 
that none of our pastors nor any member of their families have been 
removed by death. 4 

On only a few charges has the pastoral arrangement been changed. 
Rev. F.R. Holcomb consented_to supply Anabeim charge for awhile, but 
desiring to be released, Rev. J. WH. Wood, of the M. E. Church South did 
good service for about four months. Upon his relinquishing the charge, 
Rey. D. R. Collings, of the the Rock River Conference, abiy filled out the 

ear. 
é West Highlands was supplied by Tully C. Knoles up to June Ist. 
when failing health caused him to reisgn and S. S. Sampson, a student 
at Chaffey College, took charge the remainder of the year. 


We deeply regret to record that our honored and beloved brother, Rev, 
A. M. Ogporn, who has for several months been in poor health, was com- 
pelled August Ist to retire from the South Riverside charge, and he 
desires a superannuated relation granted him during the coming year. 
May Heaven’s richest blessings rest upon him during what we hope will 
be but a brief time of retirement. Rev. S. O. Elliott, pastor at Westmin- 
ster, was appointed to fill out the year at South Riverside. 


An interesting session of the District Conference was held at Ontario 
December 17th ana 18th. By a vote of 16 to 2 it was decided to discontinue 
further sessions of a District Conference upon San Diego District. A 
majority of the charges upon the district have concurred in this action of 
the District Conference. 

An, Epworth League Convention was held at San Bernardino April 9 
10 and 11. The meeting was largely attended and great enthusiasm was 
manifested. This youny siant in Methodism is felt to be an intellectual 
and spiritual power in all our churches, and all our young people are being 
so grandly trained, “That our sons may be as plants grown up in their 
vouth that our daughters inay be as corner stones polished after the simi- 
litude of a palace.” 
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The Women’s Foreign and the Women’s Home Societies have each 
held two conventions upon the district. ‘The women who publish the 
tidings area great host.” They are coming to rescue the world from the 
thralldom of sin. especially that gigantic evil—the curse of the rum power 
coming with her devotion, her consecration, her faith in God, yea, com- 
ing with her ballot, till the giant of intemperance shall forever be voted 
out of our fair land. Already Redlands and Riverside stand forth con- 
spicuously as having closed the saloon and enthroned probibition. 

Our work has been marked this year with the payment of indebte/- 
ness upon church property. In prosperous times people are absorbed in 
money-making and find it easy to pay interest. In_ periods of great de- 
pression like the past year the payment of interest beconies an insupport- 
able burcen, and many of our membership have occupied their leisure 
time jhis year in liquidating indebtedness. 

The mammoth debt of the conference resting upon our business 
church block in San Diego has been slowly crumbling away under the 
workmanship of one of our masters in church financiering. About $7000 
of the debt has been paid during the current year, but a greater achieve- 
ment was the refunding of the remaining $50,000 in 5 per cent mortgage 
bonds running for ten years, thereby saving to the burdened society two 
per-cent on interest, or about $1200 annually. During the next ten years 
there will be no question but what the annual rentals will meet the inter- 
est and incidental expenses, and with the certainty ofa great future 
awaiting the city of San Diego, the church block is saved to Methodism. 
Tt is expected that a sinking fund will soon becreated for the gradual 
reduction of this great dent. 

Redlanas has paid $1600 on old indebtedness, Elsinore $500, Highlands 
$400, Riverside $1000, subscribed to be paid monthly; Hast Riverside $100, 
Colton $150, Orange $125, Central San Diego $123, Artesia $170, Ontario. 
Sar subscribed at dedication, and Escondido $164, San Bernardino about 
Some advancement has been made in church building. An enthusiastic 
people have co-operated with the new pastor at Arlington. Owing to the 
most persistent and arduous efforts on the part of both pastor and people 
a new church edifice costing about $2000 is nearly ready for dedicaticn. 
Tis is one of the grandest successes on the district. 

Equally heroic labors have been put forth on the Otay and Oneonta 
charge. For seven years the people of Oneonca have worshipred in a 
school building, as the only public place where they sought to save their 
living and hold services over their dead. Now in this southernmost 
charge in the conference, situated about three miles from the Mexican 
line, in the town of Nestor, stands a beautiful church building which will 
soon be dedicated to the service of Almighty God. 


Westminster, aristocratic In name, possessed the poorest church on 
the district, and was without a parsonage. Today she owns a church and 
parsonage valued at $6000. How did it come to pass, you ask. The Con- 
gregational society of Westminster decided to disband. The Methodist 
Episcopal churct was honored with the first offer. The beautiful church 
and parsonage, including a fine corner lot 200x210 feet, was made over to 
us for the mere pittance of $500. We painted, papered and entirely 
refitted the church edifice until itisa gem. The old church was taken 
to pieces, and used in an addition upon the parsonage at a total expense 
of about $1600. There is no finer church proverty outside of the cities in 
the conference. 

. We have a new church and parsonage at Cucamonga, or rather an old 
property reclaimed. Hight years ago the powers that were in Methodism 
deciled to surrender the use of our church to the Presbyterians, said occu- 
pancy to continue as long as the Rev. Dr. Marks, an aged divine residing 
in the vicinity, should desie to officiate as pain Dr. Marks, after hold- 
ing the fort for eight long years, and though receiving all our members 
into their communion, yet was unahel to secure the title to the church 
property, therefore he was foreordained to surrender. Af-er the inter- 
regnum of eight years, at the first quarterly conference this year, I read 
14 letters from the Presbyterian church. Methodism is resurrected with 


a good hope of immortality. ' 
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Further improvement in church and parsonage property are reported 
as follows: At Artesia the parsonage has been thoroughly refitted and 
beautified. Anaheim Methcdism is doing grandly, some forty new chairs 
have been added to the seating capacity, electric lights and a new carpet 
jlluminate the auditorium. The parsonage at Covina has been considera- 
bly enlarged at an expense of $250. Riverside has expended some $300 in 
refitting and furnishing the church. At Highlands the church has been 
repainted. ‘l'wo lots adjoining the church property at Redlands have 
been purchased. 

Sunday, February 9, 1896, was an important era in the histroy of our 
church at Ontario, It was the re-opening day. Bishop Goodsell preached 
in the morning, and the Presiding Elder iw the evening. The spacious 
auditorium was crowded, and the deficiency of $900 was piedged. The 
cost of the enlargement reached $2500. A convenient prayer room has 
been added to the Santa Ana church edifice and steps have been taken 
looking to the sale of our church property and the building of a moze 
commodious church on a more central site. Great prosperity has been 
enjoyed on this charge. An eligible lot has been obtained at Azusa — 
look out for a new church soon! ‘The outlook for this new charge 1s re- 
markably bright. Chino charge, although but one year old, has @ mem- 
bership of 70, a large Sunday school and anewchurch in near prospect, 
only waiting for the adjustment of the mammoth .and deal. y 

If I were to speak in detail of the glorious revival services, it would 
be necessary to refer to a majority of the charges on the district and tresp 
pass upon your patience. Some have witnessed remarkable seasons of 
spiritual outpouring. We cannot expect a general work of soul-saving 
every year upon every charge, but we know that our work is not losing 
although the visible fruit does not always appear. About one thousand 
additions ale reported. 

We have four young men, candidates for ‘admission on trial, George 
A. Miller secretary of the Y. M. C. A. at San Diego, Harry S. Rider, in 
charge at Fairview, Harry W. White, pastor at Chino, Samuel S. Samp- 
son, supplying the West Highlands charge. 

The Chinese mission work at San Diego is in a prosperous condition. 
Rev F. S. Turk, formerly in charge of the mission, has returned East and 
Mr. and Mrs. Hamline, members of First church at San Diego, are carry- 
ing on the work efficiently. Ensenada mission has been closed. E 

The burden of taxation rests heavily in these times of depression upon 
mauy of our churches. Let us hope and pray that the day may soon come 
when the great State of California will remove this blot and no longer tax 

the worship of Alwighty God. i 

Ontario leads in the number of subscribers to the Christian Advo- 
cates. Let very charge follow her example. 

One year ago the aggregate collections for the six general benevo- 
lences was $969.00 in advance of the collections the previous year after 
deducting the amounts raised by the six charges added to the district. 

Notwitsrandiug the continued business depression, the song and 
serious drouth and the destructive trosts, yet, in the language of Sacred 
Writ, ‘Although the fig tree shall not blossom, neither shall fruit be in 
the vines; the labor of the olive shall fail, and the fields shall yield no 
meat; the flock shall be cut uff from the fold, and there shall be no herd 
in the stalls; yet I will rejoice in the Lord, I will joy in the God of my 
salvation.” And the district has given so grandly this year, that we are 
able to report the seven in leading benevolences an advance over last year 
of about $800, although the missionary collection will remain nearly the 
same. Among the 505 districts in Methodism San Diego ranked on mis- 
sionary collections in1894 No 137. In 1895 San Diego district stood No 86 
polea 8 perended Bhe WET: at polndaie one year, and is in advance of anv 
other English speaking district on the Pacific coust, ex 
ahd a tae onli points ahead. cca te ae lee 

Chaffey College, located at Ontario, records the most successfu 
of its history. ‘This institution is especially noted for its nae eet 
its modern methods, the quality and quantity of its instrustors, and for 
its healthy religious tone, in all that word implies, and for the introduc- 
tion of Bible study in the regular English course. Her students last year 
came from San Francisco on the north to San Diego on the south, from 
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Prescott, Phoenix and Deming on the east, to the Pacific Ocean on the 
west. Truly, Chaffey is lengthening her cords. strengthening her stakes, 
yea, opening her gates to receive within her illuminated halls the young 
America of the Great West. 

: Finally, I would gratefully acknowledge God’s care and protection 
mid dangers seen and unseen, It has been my aim to perform my work 
not as unto men but unto God. I deeply appreciate the kind hospitality 
and friendly reception extended to me by the membership of the charches 
throughout the district. I have had no trials worth remembering, no 
crosses worth mentioning. but many blessed hours of soul communion 
with the friend that -ticketh closer than a brother and delightful fellow- 
ship with those who I hope to live with in glory. Soon we shall be called 
to go out again to the fields white for the harvest. May we not expect dur- 
* ing our annual session such divine rianifestations, such increase of holy 
power that we may enter upon the grandest year in our history and return 
with rejoicing in anvicipation of the more glorious gathering of the 

General Assembly of the church of the firstborn in Heaven. 


FRESNO DiSTRICT. 


In submitting my annual report, I desire to express a profound grati- 
tude to kind Providence that has preserved the lives of all the pastors 
of the Fresno District through another year. Neither would I fail to 
mention with thankfulness the fact that that noble band of elect ladies 
—the pastors’ wives—have passed through safely another year of toils 
and sacrifices ianumerable, and are all alive this day. 

Nevertheless, we have not been wholly without ‘“‘chastisemenis 
whereof all are partakers.”’ Early in the year the hopes of Brother and 
Sister Gillan were olighted in the death of an infant child. This great 
affliction, coupled with climatic conditions, so prostrated Sister Gillan 
that-she found it necessary to leave her home fora long vacation by the 
sea. H. W. Waltz was also compelled by severe illness to take a short 
vacation. 

The almost total failure of crops of all kinds in nearly every part of 
the district, coupled with the severe pressure of the times, has nade the 
year the hardest, perhaps, financially in our history. Yet I note with 
pleasure that there will be very few heavy deficiencies on salaries. The 
‘benevoient collections have been carefully looked after, and while there 
must surely be a large shrinkage, yet the apportionment fcr missions will 
be in full in nearly every report. ; ; 

Epworth and Junior Leagues are *n active operation in nearly every 
charge, and four conventions, two districu and two sub-district, have 
added greatly to the enthusiasm of the work. 

Special attention has been given to the Sunday schools. We note 
with pleasure that this work is prospering greatly, and the increasing fre- 
queney of reports of conversions in the schools, shows that we are 
approaching the true design school. eed 

The pastors took their places promptly at the beginning of the year, 
with the exception of S. P. Sowden, who came late to his work at Lan- 
caster, imparted his own discouragement to all he met, and left early for 
pastures new. It will take a wise head, a warm heart and a willing hand 

_ to inspire hope for another year. | } ie 

Tenachapi has had a prosperous year under the vigorous administra- 
tion of R L. Snyder. At the beginning of the year, Sister Snyder, with 
the true instinct of a pastor’s wife, looked about for her part of the work.

a grand year. Three or four hundred doliars have bees spent in improve- 
ments and payment of debts, every department of the church has been 
advanced, and a glorious revival has greatly increased the membership 


and the spiritual life of the church. 
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Kern has been greatly blessed in the pastorate of J. M. Baxter. Dying 
hope has been revived, a good Sunday school has been made, Epworth 
and Junior Leagues organized, a tine congregation gathered, an addition 
made to the parsonage, and a bell hung in the church tower. 

Delano and Alfred Ramey have had a delightful year together. Al- 
thouyh crops are an utter failure, and many of the members have been 
compelled to go from home to work for a living, yet they have paid their 
pastor in full, made a large payment on their church debt, susta.ned 
every part of the work of the church, and earnestly cali for Bro. Ramey’s 
return for anotner year. 

Bro. J.C. Elliott has closed his fifth year at Tulare. This has been a 
remarkable pastorate of five successful year-, of which the last has been 
one of the very best. Brother Elliott leaves to his happy successor an 
excellent parsonage, a membership of about three hundred a fine congre-~ 
gation, and a model Sunday school. A glorious revival has been a fitting 
close to this pastorate. 

C. W. Stowell has had a good year at Waukena. The field is narrow 
pet we is greatly loved, has had a good revival, and his return is desired 

y all. 

J. B. Holloway has completed a year of earnest, faithful toil at Visalia. 
The soil has continued unproductive, as for many past years. But no 
interest of Methodism has been neglected, and his people feel that he 
must stay by them for another year. A growth in religious power in the 
church is clearly perceptible, and a much needed improvement has been 
made in the church property. 

The year has been a prosperous one for Porterville. S. M. Chase, 
though in feeble health, has well sustained every interest of this vigorous 
and growing church, and the only necessity for a change of climate on 
account of his health has reconciled the people to a change of pastors. A 
large expenditure has been made in parsonage furnishing, and a hopeful 
and united people will greet the next pastor. 

HK, S. Robertson was appointed to Plano and Globe. *At the first quar- 
terly meeting, on account of a chronic difficulty which was being aggrat 
vated by the heavy work, he resigned the charge, I tound great difficulty 
in obtaining a suitable supply. In fact, five other spiritual physicians 
were called in during the year. The usual results of such wide consulta-

River Bena 1s simply a bend in Kings’ river and has no other right to 
recognition as a charge. It has no organization,no property no members 
and no pastor. Two or three Methodist families keep up a Sunday school 
there, and that noble man of God, Martin Miller, preaches for them as 
occasion serves. 

C, A. Snelling, a supply, was appointed to Sanger, but failing to 
receive a support, he gave place to Martin Miller, who closed the year 
with some success. The people greatly desire Bro. Miller’s return another 
year 

D. H. Gillan has closed another grand year at Fresno. An almost 
continuots revival has brought many souls to Christ, and has led many 
to the fountain of cisansing . The Sunday school and congregation are 
limited by the size of the building ana more room or less preacher is an 
ramen 1 necessity. His quarteriy conference unanimously request his 
return. . 

F. W. Johnson has been struggling with the crushing deb i 
church property. Subscription amounting to $600 has peut Mende 
it He Hoped that a new nole of $300 added te this subscription will ” give 
relief. . 
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S. Gascoigne, at Traver, had a fine revival early in the year, but later 
the people began moving away from that hopeless town. Mnch of the 
working force of the church has gone. They are not onlv moving their 
families, but their houses also, thus signifying that they intend never to 
return. Bro. Gascoigne has stood faithfully at his post, helpless to avert 
the certain devastation. 

BWaston has been supplied hy Wm. Dinwoodie, a faithful man and an 
excellent preacher, who hopes to gain admission to our ranks. 

__ W. L. Miller has given another year’s labor to Hanford, with the in- 
ditferent success that has always attended our work iu that city. Weary 
of hopeless toil, vy consent of the proper authorities, he gave a part of his 
time to Lakeside, where he gathered a strong church, which will ask the 
Bishop for a pastor the coming year. 

Grangeville has had avers pleasant and profitable year with H. W. 
Waltz as its pastor. All has been peace and harmony and success in this 
delightful charge. The people desire and fully expect their pastor’s 
return. 

I. G. Sigler has made a grand success of his work at Madera. Begin- 
ning with nothing, he has made a good S nday school, a zealous Epworth 
League and Junior League, a congregation that tills the place of wor- 
ship, has bought an organ. has had a grand revival, and leaves a church 
membership of sixty or seventy. ‘‘Let rs have him another year,” is tha 
clamor of all his people. 

Merced is still a nominal appointment, a problem to be solved by the 
Bishop and cabinet W. G. Leonard, the pastor, has not felt that any 
thing could be done at present for Methodism in that city. 

W. B. Bell, at Gonzales, found a discouraged church, desiring to give 
up its struggle for existence; but after a year of energetic labor, confi- 
dence and hope have been restored, and tke church placed on a basis of 
prosperity. souls have been brought to God, and every interest of the 
church advanced.

An addition 
to the church, costing $700, has greatly improved the audience room, and 

t of $400 on tne property. 
Lapis a Alauie has had a delightful year with C. H. Lawrence as its 
pastor. A campmeeting under his financial management, wasa grand 
success, and resulted in petistie. conversions. The request for his 
is unanimous and emphatic. 
re WT Lincoln has eiaatle endeared himself to the people of Santa 
Maria. An excellent revival made glad the hearts of all, and a good 
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degree of growth was realized. The parsonage has been sold, and their 
debt reduced by the amount of the receipts. Bro. Lincoln is their unani- 
mous choice for the coming year. 2 

Lompoc has had a good year. J. H Henry has been very happy with 
his people, and the people are equally delighted with their pastor. The 
parsonage has been improved, congregations excellent, prayer and class 
meetings well attended and spiritual.

In the 
midst ot it all, both pastors and people have forgotten their own toil and 
need in their effort to lighten the burdens of the Presiding Elder in this 
wide field. My relations with the pastors and their families has been 
exceedingly pleasant, and a prayer for God’s blessing upon them all 
springs spontaneously from my heart.

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REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON STATE OF THE CHURCH. 


The watchman on the walls calls out in answer to the inquiry, ‘“What 
of the night?’ ‘The morning cometh and also the night.*? We mingle 
our praise and our prayers, our hopes and our fears, our exultation for 
‘victories and our humiliation for defeats. 

In a general review of the state of the church within our conference, 
we have assurance that God is with us and has granted us material pros- 
perity in the midst of financial stringency, the conversions of thousands 
*e ne unsayed, and the upbuilding of believers in the graces of Chris- 

janity. 

_ We find very general contentment among our ministry and churcnes 
with the polity handed down to us; no restiveness among us in general. 
It is felt that our polity, which is so admirable under wise and unselfish 
administrators, is the most delicate possible and may suffer most from 
any lack of enfidence in our appointed leaders. We deem it just and 
expedient to encourage a larger participation of our laymen in the gov- 
erning bodies of our church provided that these brethren will bear 
responsibility in preportion to the assumption of prerogatives. 

_ The demand for an efficient ministry is intensifying, and Bishop 
Vincent’s recent remarks at the Colorado conference find an echo every- 
where. To those who think of entering the ranks of the ministry we 
give the note of warning that anything less than the broadest culture, the 
greatest possible efficiency in practical administration and deepest piety, 
cannot meet the demands of the century about tc open. The first requisi- 
tion of an aggressive and useful church is a well-equipped ministry. The 
demands of toe present exceed those of the past; and it is a fair prophecy 
that the demands of the future will exceed those of the present. The 
minister of the future who today jcins our ranks wust ‘se above the 
present and face the requi:ements of the coming generation. Those of us 
already enlisted should study, study, study, to show ourselves approved 
unto God and the church. 

The religious character of our membership is a subject of profound 
interest and solicitude. The great deficiency of conformity to New Test- 
ament standards of many among us is greatly to be deplored They do 
not attend our prayer-meeting ; they do not engage in personal endeavor; 
nor do they contribute according to their ability to the support of the 
church, and our benevolences are supportea by one-fourth or one third of 
our membership, While this is unquestionably true, we see on the other 
hand that many are continually making a greater consecration, entering 
more actively into the Master’s work and making sacrisices for his cause. 
We record it as our conviction that the intensifying of the spiritual life 
.of our church members furnishes a line of endeavor of the greatest impor- 
tance. So far as we know this has not been a year of sweeping revivals. 
While we cannot judge of ail the conditions that influence great revivals, 
yet we feel that God is calling us to humiliation and prayer, and judging 
from God’s methods in Old Testament times in arousing religious hunger 
by withdrawing material prosperity, it seems to be His purpose to pour 
upon us showers of blessings. Nevertheless, we know that even (jod’s 
gracious purpose may be defeated by our lethargy and unfaithfulness. Let 
us study revival conditions, revival methods, and svek revival power— 
without these Methodism will languish. May God revive us again! 

There is no more important or hopeful part of our work than the 
training of our children. ‘The rescue of depraved men ard women is com- 
mended to our svmpathy, yet our judgment is that an equal amount of 
effort among chiliren and youth will bring in larger results and _ save to 
‘tthe Master’s cause the lifework of those who, if neglected, will tell might- 
ily against the interests of the Kingdom of God. We fear that the provi- 
sion of our discipline to hold our baptized children in the essential rela- 
tion of probationers, and admit them in due time in full connection, 
without formal probation, is being ignored and neglected, and the privi- 
leges aud responsibilities of these children are not pressed upou them. 
To secure the religious influences upon our families, nothing can take the 
place of household religion. It need not be a matter of surprise that the 
children of the family are not greatly impressed for Christ if the family 
altar is broken down. 
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That religion comprehends our intellectal life as well as the emotional 
makes it clear that cultured thought must give form to religious expres- 
sion. ‘he truth shall make you free, said Jesus, and truth is related 
whether in nature or revelation. So we must give our attention to edu- 
cation +nd we must pro ide and use necessary educational facilities that. 
our religious life may not be underlaid with mere sentiment but with 
principles, apprehendea aud appropriated by our varied nature.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON BIBLE CAUSE. 


We find cause for profound gratitude to God for tne continued pros- 
perity and noble acpievements of the American Bibie Society. 

During the eighty years since its organization it has issued and dis- 
tributed, in whole or in part, nearly 62,000,000 copies of the Holy Bible. 
Of these. 1,750,000 have been issued and circulated during the past year, 
30,000 more copies having been distributed in foreign lands than at home. 
Of the 860,000 copies circulated last year in the United States, 407,000, or 
nearly one-half, were distributed in California and Nevada. The number 
of families visited last year by colporteurs of the society was 447,162. The 
number of families found without the Scriptures was_ 103,647, and more 
than 72,000 copies of the Bible were given to destitute families, indivi- 
duals and Sunday’school children; 17,vu00 of the families visited and 5000 
of the Bibles distributed have been within California and Nevada. 

While we are truly thankful for and rejoice at what the society has 
accomplished and is doing, let us remember that this is but a small part 
of what might be done was not its work hampered and limited from lack 
of funds. ‘he expenditures have already exceeded the receipts by nearly 
$100,000, and the prosperity of no organization can long continne with the 
balance between the expenditures and receipts on the wrong side of the 
ledger. Let us give attention tothe fact that whi'e donations from the 
American Bible Society to the M. E. Cnurch have continually increased, 
the receipts of the society from the M. . Church are on the decrease.

The Long Beach Methodist Resort Association, under the control of a 
Board of Directors elected by the Southern California Annual Conference 
makes the following report: : 

The past season has been one of the most prosperous in the history of 
the associatioa, The association was recognized by the Annual Confer- 
ence in 1884. A campus of four acres of land in the center of Long Beach 
and a number of lots to be sold far permanent improvements, were 
donated to the association by the Long Beach Land.and Water Company. 
The property and improvements are now valued at about $10,000. The 
Tab-rnacle is thoroughly equipped for all kinds of religious services and 
has a seating capacity of about 1500. The property is entirely free from 
encumbcances. During the ast summer there has heen held in the 
tabernacle the Southern California Annual Conference campmeeting, 
under the general supervision of Rey. J. B. Green, Presiding Elder of the 
Los Angeles district. This meeting is very helpful and profitable to our 
work in the entire conference. The annual meeting of the Christian 
Church of Southern California; and the annual Assembly of the Long 
Beach Chautauqua Association. The receipts of the latter two associa- 
tions for the tabernacle and the rentals from cottages and tents owned by 
the association have paid all the current expenscs of the association and 
there is left a balance in the treasury of $227.00. Much credit is due the 
eflicient superintendent, the Rey. Alfred Inwood, for the success of the 
season. 

The Long Beach Tabernacle is an admirable place for the holding of 
the sessions of the annual conference, and it 1s the expressed opinion of 
many that the time is not far distant when our conference shauld hold its 
sessions at Long Beach, in a similar manner to the California conference 
at Pacific Grove.

reports of the different charges indicate, 

We would present to every pastor and through them to every mem- 
ber of the church within our bounds, an earnest plea in behalf of our 
great missionary society, aud urge that in this hour of its struggle with 
its crushing debt, we rest not: until-every charge that has failed to con- 
tribute a special contribution toward the liquidation of this debt shall 
have done so. Our conference has raised this year for this society $7638. 
May our efforts and contributions speedily advance to the one and a half 
million line. 
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_, The earnestness with which we plead for the misslonary society we 
reiterate in behalf of oar great church extension society and in view of the 
pressing need of this society, on account of its debt, wherever we find it 
at all practicable let us make an earnest effort to pay back the loans that 
are due from this conference. 

Our hearts rejoice in the reports that come to us in reference to the 
work done by the Freedmen’s Aid and Southern Education Society, and 
yet in view of the fact that the society is hampered very much in its work 
on accovnt of lack of funds, we would urge that every pastor send to the 
secretaries for a supply of song services and envelopes, which will be sent 
free, and give one service to this cause the coming year. 

We heartily endorse the work of the tract society as an evangelizing 
agency, and wonld suggest to every pastor to avail nimself of the advan- 
tages of this society, by sending an order for a number of tracts equal in 
value to one-half the amount of his collection for this cause for the past 
year, and then put them in the hands of a judicious committee for distri- 
bution. We also urge faithfulness in presenting this cause, on the ground 
of its aid to the missionary cause, as it contributes from six to seven 
thousand dollars each year in aid of our missionary work. 

Last but not least in importance, is our Sunday school union. No 
minister will question the statement that it is doing a magnificent work 
in establishing Sunday schools and educating the young in religious 
knowledge. Wuring the past year it aided more than 3000 sehools of our 
church, and as it has no income except from collections in our charges, 
we hope that every dollar that is apportioned for the coming year will be 
raised.

We declare that for professed Christians on this day to go upon plea- 
sure excursions, travel in public conveyances, or ride on street cars, take 
or read secular newspapets, engage in business requiring labor, except to 
meet actual necessities, not of theirown making, or iu any other way to 
do violence to the sacredness of the day, not only aids and encourages 
the prevailing disrespect for the Sabbath, but is without excuse and must 
incur the Divine displeasure. , i 

_' We therefore exhort all our people to faithfully maintain a ‘‘holy 
Sabbath day.”’ ; 

As citizens we feel it a reproach that our State ssands out so couspic- 
ously as having no Sunday law; and we cummend the untiring efforts of 
the Women’s Christian Temperance Union to have this defect remedied, 
and we p'edge them our aid in the future as in the past. 

But, while there isno State law requiring the observance of a day 
of rest from labcr and business, muuicipalities may enact and enforce 
such ordinances. We, therefore, urge the agitition of this question in 
every city, town and county within our bounds. We commend the work 
of the labor unions of Los Angeles city in petitioning the honorable city 
council to enact such an ordinance. 

We respectfully request all merchants and manufacturers to volunta- 
rily honor this foundation principle of our liberties, by giving themselves 
and their employees one day of rest in seven, and thus far conserve their 
own best interests and aid in the maintenance of sound government and

The vere on Education submit the following report for your 
approval: 

‘fhe work of the Methodist Episcoral Church for the cause of educa- 
tion not only in the United States, but in Europe and the non-Christian 
nations of the world, is gratifying to all members of our church. While 
the church glories in the fact that it has always sought to evangelize men 
it has not been derelict in the cause of their education and development. 

The schools and colleges of our church rank with the best in our 
country, and no Methodist Episcopalian need to apologize for our stan- 
dards or scholarship, or to seek schools of other denominations or State 
institutions, to provide the best advantages in education for their chil- 
dren. We have at present in successful operation the following schools 
within the bounds of our conference, worthy the patronage of our people: 

At University Place: College -f Liberal Arts, Rev. M. EK. Phillips,

The work accomplished by the University Senate, under the efficient 
leadership of the Rev. Chas H. Payne, D. D., in securing a uniform min- 
imum standard for graduation in over forty of our schools, is cause for 
congratulation. 

It is with pleasure that ve call attention to the action of the last 
General Conference on the subject of our theological schools, rec»gnizing 
the work done in them, and thus more strongly commending them to 
students contemplating the ministry. We urge upon all our young men 
the importance of seeking the best preparation our school affords for 
this important calling. Anything less than the best is too little. The 
requirements of the ministry demand more than ever before men whose 
allegiance to Jesus Christ is complete. meu who seek the highest intel- 
leetual attainments. Anything less prophecies early retirement from 
the effective ranks of the ministry. Success in spite of failure to make 
rse of suitable preparation, will more rarely re found in the future than 
in the past. To those whose vpportunities have not permitted them to be 
profited by a college training, we commend the English courses now pro: 
vided in some of our theological schools; as in our own theological school. 

We urge the continued recognition of Children’s Day, in the interests 
of Christian education, and the sending immediately of the entire collec- 
tion to the Rev. Chas. H. Payne, D. D., Corresponding Secretary of the 
Bo4rd of Education, in harmony with the requirements of the Discipline. 
“Tke importance of this day is greater than is usually apparent It is a 
time to inspire the children with the desire for educational advantages, 
and to call the attention of parents to our schools, and to secure their 
interests in them. . iti ye 

The loans from the Board of Education to studeuts within the bounds 
of our conference, have far exceeded the c llections tuken for the cause 
in the conference. We urge renewad effort for this fund. ; 

We hereby express our commendation of the conservatism of the 
trustees of the University of Southern California in the past, in confer- 
ring honorary degrees, as in harmony with the best institutions of learn- 
ing, and we hope that this spirit will be continued in the future. ‘ 

We congratulate the conference upon its action a year ago in asking 
fur the election of the Rev. G. W. White, D D., as President of the Uni- 
versity of Southern California. The year’s work of the President com. 
mends the selection more strongly than a multiplication of words. About 
six thousand Goliars have been pledged per year for three vears for cur- 
rent expenses; some promises have been received on endowment; the 
number of new studeuts has been largely increased; and today we have a 
“good hope” of firmlv establishing our school of learning. (hese words 
are not to be construed as meaning that less co-operation and sacrifice on 
the part of the conference is needed for the coming year, but rather

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Our pressing question is the financial one. The great need of the 
University is free silver, freely given, in the ratio of sixteen to one— 
sixteen times more this year than last, upon a gold basis. Give us this 
and we assure you that our University is an assured success, and our 
“sood hope’’ will eventuate in ‘‘glad fruition.”’ : 

The financial condition of the past year has made collections slow, 
and we urge hearty co-operation of the pastors with President White in 
securing subseriptions still unpaid. 

We hereby express our high appreciation, and gratitude, too, of fhe 
work of the Board of Trustees, who have. during the past’ year, given 
valuable time and service for the advancement of every interest of the 
University. 

It is with pleasure that we call attention to the excellent personnel 
of the faculties and deans in our schools, and to their efficient and suc¢ess- 
ful work. The deans of our schools are men of marked ability, in the im- 
portant and difficult work committed to their care, 

We recommend that the official visitors to the different schools meke 
a written report to the conference, of their visits to the various schools, 
to be published in the annual minutes. 

The colleges at University are now in session and we urge the accept- 
ance by the members of the conference the invitation of the President to 
visit them before leaving the city. 

We regard it as very desirable that President White continue the 
work of securing subscriptions for the University as carried on last year 
and we hereby invite him to do so. 

The following resolution sent to the conference by the Board of Trus- 
tees, we heartily endorse: 

‘Resolved, We the members of the Board of Trustees of the Univer- 
sity of Southern California, review with a reai gratification the work of 
our University in the year last past.

To the Southern California Annual Conference of the Methodist Episco« 
pal Church: 

The Board of Trustees of the Hough Endowment Fund respectfully 
represent and report as follows; For some time the Rev. A. M. Hough and 
Anna G. Hough, his wife, had been contemplating making a substantial 
donation for the establishment of an endowment fund for the benefit of the 
superannuated preachers of the Soutbern California Annual Conference of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church and the widows and children of deceased 
preachers thereof, and on the i4th day of Septernber, 1895, they put this 
design into execution by conveying valuable income re: estate in Los Ange- 
les City, California, to the following persons as trustees, viz.: John B. 
Green, T. E. Robinson, W. A. Knighten, Henry Cox, A. M. Hough, J.W. Camp- 
bell, A. E. Williams, W.S. Knott, D. M. Weleh and C. B. Woodhead and 
their successors in office in trust for the use and benefit of the superan- 
nuated preachers of the Southern California Annual Conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church and the widows and children of deceased 
preachers of said Southern California Annual Conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church according to the terms and provisions of the Discipline of 
said Methodist Episco .al( hureh and the provisions of their said trust deed, 

Said trust deed provided among other things, that the net annual income 
from said property shall on the first day of each and every annual session of 
the said conference be by the trustees under said trust deed and their suc— 
cessors then in office, paid and turned over to said conference and that said 
net annual income shali be disbursed by said conference in the same man- 
ner as other funds for superannuated preachers and widows and children of 
deceased preachers are disbursed by said conference, provided, however, 
that the said net annual income shall be disbursed to necessitous cases only 
and in such disbu sements where necessities are equal, preference shall be 
given to the superannuated preachers whose service in said conference has 
been of the longest duration and to the widows and children of those de- 
ceased preachers whose service in sxid conference was of longest duration. 

By the terms of the trust deed seven of the ten trustees will always be 
the seven duly selected and acting directors or trustees of the Southern : ali- 
fornia Annuai Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church (a corporation) 
at the time, and the three remaining trustees are to be from time to time 
selected by the trustees under the trust deed asis therein provided. After the 
execution of the trust deed the trustees therein appointed met and in order 
to facilitate and simplify business, organized a Board and elected officers. 
Rey. A. M. Hough was elected President, C. B. Woodhead Treasurer and 
Financial Agent, and W.S. Knott Secretary. , 

The property is located in that part of the city which is largely devoted 
to manufacturing establishments, mills aud warehouses, and it possesses 
peculiar advantages for a manufacturing location, having three street front- 
ages, viz.: Upper Main, Alpine and Alameda streets, ani upon one of these 
streets there is a railroad with a switch connecting with the property. It is 
now yielding a gross monthly rental of $55.00, under a lease which will 
expire January lst, 1898. The property is used by the lessee for a brass 
foundry, and during the lease it will probably not require much expenditure 
for repairs. At the time of the gift the property was thought to be worth 
about $12,000 by the donors. The trustees were offered $9000 for it a few 
months ago, but the sale was never consummated. The building is insured 
for $2000. ‘ f : 

The report of the Treasurer and Financial Agent made to the Board of 
Trustees shows rent received from September 26th, 1895 to October 1st, 1896, 
$670.61, and interest on rent money $17.99, making total receipts $688.60, and 
the same report shows that during that : eriod of time the disbursements for 
repairs and insurance amounted to $52.10, leaving a balance of $636.50 to be 
turned over to the conference, and the check of the Treasurer, C. B. Wood- 
head, for said balance, is presented with this report in payment of said bal- 
ance. For fuller particulars of the terms of the trust and the description of 
tbe real estate, reterence is made to the deed of trust which is recorded in 
the office of the County Recorder of Los Angeles County in Book 1088, page

REV. M. F. COLBURN. 


Your committee in the case of Rey. M. F. Colburn, deceased, presents 
the following report: 

We submit our tribute of respect and affection to the memory of our 
beloved brother, Marcus F. Colburn, laie of the California Conference and 
for ten years a member of this conference. 

Brother Colburn was educated in our University at Boston, passing from 
the classius through the schools of theology and oratory. Being obliged to 
meet the expenses of his education by excessive toil, he found himself en- 
tering the ministry with impaired health This brought him to our confer- 
ence in 1881. Recovering health to a considerable degree, he devoted his 
entire energies to the work of his calling, and proved himself a most 
efficient preacher and faithful pastor. Brother Colburn’s characteristics 
were originality and independence. He was endowed by nature for the 
peculiar success which he achieved and yet he was a most methodical toiler. 
He always sought the most careful preparations for,his labors, and his ser- 
monsand addresses always indicated the most careful study both of matter 
and form. His appointments were Riverside, University, two years a Pre- 
siding Elder of San Diego District, in which position he developed great 
executive ability. Bat his attachment to the pastorate was so strong that he 
requested a change, and was appointed to First Church, San Diego. This 
eharge he served with great snecess for four yeare, when he was transferred 
to the California Conference, where his appointments were Highth Avenue, 
Oakland, and Grace Chureh, San Francisco, when in the beginning of his 
second year, on Tuesday, September 22d, after a brief sickness, he passed 
quietly to his reward. 

Brother Colburn had especial success in the organization and fostering 
eare of young people, and was never content until the unsaved were brought 
to the Saviour and established in church life. As a Christian gentleman and 
energetic, faithful minister we hold him in grateful remembrance.

REV. ADAM BLAND. 


Adam Bland was born in Pendleton county, State of Virginia (now West 
Virginia), May 13, 182L. His father was an Englishman and his mother a 
German. Brother Bland was converted at the age of fifteen. He was privi- 
leged to attend sclool only two months out of twelve for several years, but 
he studied diligently at home as far as his employment would allow, until he 
was nineteen years of age, and by this time had made such proficiency that 
he was employed as a teacher, and thus he in a measure qualified himself 
for his life work. In 144 he was licensed to preach and the same year 
joined the Baltimore Conference. In 1848 he was united in marriage to Miss 
Elien Kimberlin, who has shared courageously with hitn the long years of 
toil and self-sacrifice in the service of the church. 

August 23, 1851, he was transferred by Bishop Janes to the ‘‘Oregon and 
California Mission,” which was then the name of the work on the Pacific 
Coast, William Roberts, Superintendent. Together with his wife and child 
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he started from New York City, taking the steamer Illinois for Pan 
am 

ee the Isthmus on horseback, taking the steamer Republic for Aan 

Tancisco, arriving there October 6th, 1851, just four days before the first 
number of the California Christian Advocate was issued. 
Aa es Episcopal Church was in its incipiency in San Francisco. 
he ae and’s first charge, as the appointments had been arranged before 

ival on the coast, was Nevada City, where he wrought well during the 

year, completing and paying for the church building which he found in 
course of erection. His first anpointment at the hands of a Bishop was to 

Southern California Mission,”’ and Bishop Ames added when he read the 
appointment, **Brother Bland is his own Presiding Elder.’ Here he really 
entered upon the scenes of his conquests. There were but few Americans in 
Los Angeles at this time. He rented a house that had been shipped from 
England and set up, in which he lived and used asa chureh also. Only one 
Protestant sermon had been preached in the city before his arrival. 'lhere 
was only one Methodist in the city except the preacher and his wife; and 
there was not another Methodist minister within four hundred miles. Here 
he raised aloft the banner of the cross, preaching the word and establishing 
appointments at other available places during the year, and by the next ses- 
sion of the Annual Conference he was able to report great progress and was 
appointed Presiding Elder of Los Angeles District, reaching from Santa 
Barbara to San Diego. He journeyed on horseback from point to point, 
often carrying his provisions with him, sleeping on the ground after a hard 
day’s ri !e, endangering his life to the savage beast and more savage robber. 
He served the church faithfully in districts, in stations and on circuits for 
many years in the California Conference and at the organization of the 
Southern California Conference in 1876 he became one of its charter mem- 
bers, laboring on and answering roll-eall each Annual Conference until the 
roll was called up yonder. in 1881 he represented his conferences in the 
General Conference at Philadelphia. 

He has the distinction of having organized more churches, preached 
more sermons, b»ilt more churches, traveled more miles—having traveled by 
his own conveyances, horseback, buggy and oth+rwise, 136,000 miles, and by 
public conveyances, stage, cars and boat, over 40,{00 miles—gone through 
more hard<hips, suffered mere privations in fordi:g streams, swimming 
rivers and climbing mou» taigs in his itinerant labors, than any preacher on 
the Pacifie Coast t 

Brother Bland was a forceful speaker, fresh in his discussions, thought- 
ful, vig rous and evangelical Hewa+s a model pastor, genial, social and 
sympathetic. He was modest and even tinid to q fault. yet often ‘‘mighty 
through God ”’ His temperament and gifts fitted him for revival work, in 
which he greatly rejoiced, and few have been more successful in gathering 
souls into the kingdom. Revivals attended his labors in almost every 
charge. Many in that day will rise up and call him blessed. 

At the Annual Conference in 1893 he very reluctantly took a superanu- 
ated relation, stating at the time that if there was a hard field to which no- 
body would go he would gladly accept it at the hands of the conference. 
Abont three years before his death he received a light stroke of paralysis 
which prevented him from doing active work. but he preached orcasionally 
ag opportunity offered, but gr:dually growing more fexble, but not until t-n 
days before departure was he unable to wa'k around his home or drive out. 
He often spoke of his readin- ss to go and his desire to be with Christ. 

A few hours befo e his death, as he was lying in a seemingly uncon— 
scious state, I aroused him and asked, “Brother Bland, who saves you?” 
He opened his eyes and looked at me witha smile and answered, ‘**Christ 
saves me.” I remarked, ‘You wil! soon be at home. Have you a message 

for the brethren of the conference?’ and he replied, ‘Yes, tell the brethren 

of the conference tha the Christ whom [ have preached for so many years 
saves me now.” Then as if to emphasize what he had said he continued, ‘tHe 
saves me to the u'termost.’’ These were the last sen ences spoken by our 
brother, and he fell asleep, Sund:y, October 27th, at 2:55 p. m., 1895, in his 
home in san Fernando. 

He leaves a wife and six children, three sons and three daughters. 

After a funeral service in the Methodist church, in which a number of 
the brethren of the conference took part, we laid him away to rest.

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REV. JOHN McKELVEY. 


Rey. John McKelvey was born in Antrim county, Ireland, August 11, 
1831, and died in Clearwater, Cal., February 15,1896, His parents removed 
to the United States when he wis two years of age, and settled in Warren 
county, Pennsylvania, where h_ resided until his twenty-fifth year, working 
op the farmand attending the ublic school all he could. Being the “‘first- 
born” of a large family, many esponsibilities rested upon him, all of which 
he discharged with fidelity an: brotherly kindness At the age of twenty he 
was converted through the ui ted prayers of a Christian mother and a 
saintly old Methovist lady wh lived near by. Just hefore enming to Cali- 
fornia in 1856 he beard the div 1e voice calling him to preach tbe gospel. 
Like many, he shrank from th responsibility. In his struggle for light and 
strength, he sought once more the counsel of his ‘‘mother in Israel,’’ and 
while listening to her holy, inspiring words, he yielded all to Christ. From 
that hour until life’s work was done he lived as one set apart and anointed 
for the Master’s service. Tempting offers were made to him by near kindred 
to enter the gold fields of California, yet to none of these would he look or 
listen, but employed all his energies, thought and time in preparing for the 
great work to which God had called him. Largely deprived of educational 
advantages in early life, he sought, by intense application t» study, then and 
through subsequent years, to make the most of himself for God. In 1857 be 
joined the California Conference, and served the following twelve charges: 
Mariposa, Tulare, Visalia, Tulare, Chinese Camp, Tule River, Mariposa, 
Oak Grove and Tuolumne, Fel River, Eel River and Ferndale, Ukiah and 
Pottle Valley, Visalia and Tule River. 

At the division of the California Conference in 1875, he became one of 
the charter members of the Southern California Conference and served the 
following charges within its bounds: Muscle Slough, Grangeville, Hanford, 
Ventura Circuit, Plano and Porterville, Ventura Ci cuit, Grangeville, 
Grangeville and Lemoore, Artesia. 

Jn 1881 and 1482 he was supernumerary, yet doing much effective work. 
On his last charge, in 1885, his health so completely failed that all efforts for 
restoration were in vain. After holding a supernumerary relation for one 
year he superannuated, and in 1889 removed to Clearwater, where he spent 
his declining years in a humble, devoted, patient manner, beloved by all 
who knew him. 

April 8, 1861, he married Miss Ada Bingham, of Visalia, who, through 

succeeding years of toil, triumph and sorrow, proved a helpmeet indeed, 
and, with two sons, now mourns his loss. 
_ Brother McKelvey was a very sweet-spirited man, a devoted, hard-work- 
ing minister of Christ. His fields of toil were new and difficult, in the form- 
ative period of the State, yet God g:ve him many gracious revivals. He 
personally and earnestly sought the lost. In all his charges every person, 
however debased and sinful. knew that in this man of God he had a sympa- 
thizing friend He shrank from no appointment, and sometimes took the 
harder field trom choice Ih the lumber and mining camps, in humble 
homes and dens of vice, in village church and wayside inn, for many years 
Brother McKelvey preached and sang the glorious Gospel of Christ. 

His voice is now hushed; his work is done; he rests from bis labors, 
but his influence still lives, ‘tand by it he being dead yet speaketh.” The 
closing weeks of bis life were full of suffering, but at length the paroxysms 
of pain passed, and like a weary child he rested, unconscious to earthly 
scenes, till he sweetly fell asleep inJesus. On the following Sabbath morn- 
ing funeral services were conducted by his pastor, Rev. A. W. Bunker, in 
the chureh where he lived, and later in the day he was laid to rest in the 
beautiful Evergreen cemetery at Los Angeles, the burial services being con- 


ducted by Rev. W. A. Knighten, President G. W. White and others, who 
knew and loved him well
